According to the 
rumor the Japs have been victorious, 
capturing twenty-six cannon and two 
thousand prisoners. 
Twenty otllccrH 


and six men are reported woundeJ. 
This rumor may be a belated exagger- 
allou of last night's battle. 


Official Report 


Viceroy Alexleff cables St. Peters- 


burg that the Japanese gent 
eight 


flrcslrips last night to block the ent- 
rance to the harbor of I'ort Arthur, 
but all were sunk by the Russian tor- 
pedo boats and lire front the land but- 
teries leaving the channel clear. Tho 
viceroy also states that, two 
Japa- 
nese •boats were sunk.

Fight and Run 


.- Toklo, May 3.—After the Japanese 
carried-the line of hills 
extending 


from Chlntlcncheng to Yostloka. 
on 
the right bank of the Ilio river, yes- 
terday the Russians made a second 
stand on a hill northwest of dilution- 
cheng, but they began retreating 
at 
ten minutes before 2 o'clock In the 
afternoon. 


The twelfth Japanese division ad- 


vanced toward Tahlang Fang, which 
Is due west of the village of Makao, 
the division of the Imperial Guards 
advanced toward Hamatan, which is 
•west of Chlutlencheng. while the sec- 
ond division moved down the river 
with Antung ns Us objective. 
The 


general reserve advanced over 
the 


main road to the Llao Yang river, 
•which runs In a westerly 
direction 


from the Yalu river. 
At G o'clock 


yesterday evening the Japanese army 
held a line extending from Antung 
northwesterly to Laukuku and run- 
ning from, there in a northeasterly ell- 
rcctjon to Mtshukau. 
At Hamatan. 


where the Iho river makes Its first 
bend to the west, the Japanese suc- 
ceeded In^enveloplng the Uusslan* on 
three sides"! 
At 
this place, after 


sharp fighting at close range, the Jap- 
anese captured twenty Russian guns, 
with their'horses, carriages and am- 
munition and more than twenty offi- 
cers and many men. 
The Russian 
troops at Hamstan retreated 
toward 


Feng Huan Cheng. A Russian officer 
who was takcn«prlsoncr, said that the 
effect of the Japanese artillery fire 
on Saturday and Sunday was 
enor- 


mous. Lieutenant General Zassalltch. 
commander of the Second 
Siberian 


army-corps, and Major General Kash- 
tallnsky, commander of the 
Third 
East Siberian ritle brigade, 
were 


wounded by shells. A Russian -lieu- 
tenant colonel was captured. 
It Is 


estimated that the Russian casualties 
amounted to over 800. General Kur- 
okl and his 
headquarters 
.entered 


Chlutlencheng at 5:30 Sunday even- 
ing. General Kurokl has telegraphed 
that the Imperial prince and the offi- 
cers of his command arc In high spir- 
its, and that all the troops are in a 
similar state of ml ml. 


Japs Delighted 
London. May 3.—Haron iiaynshl Is- 


sues a later report sent by 'General 
Kurokl regarding the fight on 
the 


Yalu. Tho report Is dated at Klulong 
Cheng, Manchuria, which Is to the 
northeast of Antung. Ills report fol- 
lows: 
"We advanced on May 1 along three 


roads driving the enemy before us. 
At S p. m. we captured the line from 
Antung Sien to Llushu Ulco. The Im- 
perial GuardB surrounded the enemy 
on three sides. After severe fighting 
we captured twenty • guns, 
besides 


horses and carriages. The general 
reserve corps advanced along the Llao 
Yang road, the enemy fleeing before 
them tovnrd Veng 
Hoang 


(Feng Huang Cheng).

Yalu Crossed

The army Is said to be 
moving In three columns. The ceil 
ter, under his personal command, Is 
marching direct on' 
Feng 
Wang 


Cheng. Another column, under Gen 
eral Ogawa. Is said to be' marching 
on Kwun Tien and the third, unuer 
General Inoiiyc, has Sin Yen as Its 
objective. There have been numerous 
small engagements with 
the

slan rear guard, but no serious fight- 
ing. It Is not believed there will be 
any further general engagement until 
Feng Wang Cheng Is reached. If the

three divisions. No certain news has 
been received from Taltu Shan, but 
the landing Is regarded ns altogeth- 
er. This army may be used either 
to .reinforce Kurokl, If It is needed, 
or to march .westward and cut off 
Port .Arthur. W4th fairly good roads 
which they would have at their com- 
mand, they could reach Kin Chow In 
something less than a week.

London, May 3.—The Dally Tele- 


graph compares the capture of Chlu- 
tlcnchcng to that of Waterloo and

"The fight," the editorial says, "must 
modify forever the destines, of Europe 
and Asia." 


No Independent accounts 
of the 


fighting on the Yalu 
*iaye reached 


London and various opinions are ex- 
pressed regarding the Importance of 
the Japtncse victory. It is consider- 
ed In some quarters that It was nev- 
er the- .Intention of the Russians to 
hold the right bank of the Yalu ex- 
cept for tactical purposes and that 
the real struggle has 
not yet been 


reached.

recognize that the success of the Jap- 
anese will greatly enhance their pas- 
sage.

ACCIDENT ON MISSOURI . 


REPORTED DU,E TO GASES 


Board of Inquiry Finds That Explo- 


• slon Was Not In Any Way Due to 


Negligence by Officers. 


Washington, May 3.—The .court of 


Inquiry appointed to Investigate the 
explosion In tho after turret of the 
battleship Missouri on April 13 has 
recommended that no further proceed- 
ings ,be taken. The court found tho 
explosion was duo to n. "flare back." 
caused by an Inexplicable combination 
of oxygen with certain usually latent 
gases In smokeless , powder. 
Tho 


officers and crew of the Missouri not 
only nro relieved from all responsi- 
bility for the accident, but are warm- 
ly commended for the bravery they 
showed In rescuing the victims. ' 


It was -brought ,out In the evidence
